This application is in condition for allowance except for the following formal 
matters: there are non-elected inventions in the claims. Applicants have elected the 
invention Group II, Claims 1-33 (in part), 36 (in part) and 45 (in part) that is drawn to 
oxazepines or thiazepines (Z = O or S and n = 2). Applicants have to limit their 
invention to Group II, by deleting the non-elected inventions from the claims. Applicants 
have to delete Z = -CHR9-, -C(0)-, -N(R9)-, -C(0)N(R9)- and -N(R9)C(0)- from the 
claims. Also, the variable "n" should be limited to 2 instead of 1-2. 

Note that Group VI (method of use, claims 42-43) has been rejoined, since the 
conditions are met as set forth in the restriction requirement.
